METHODS OF INSTRUCTION IN AMERICAN 
SCHOOLS FOR THE DEAF 


The ‘‘ Methods of Instruction’’ named in the following Tabular 
Statement may be defined as follows: 

I. The Manual Method.—Signs, the manual alphabet, and writing 
are the chief means used in the instruction of the pupils, and the prin- 
cipal objects aimed at are mental development and facility in the com- 
prehension and use of written language. The degree of relative 
importance given to these three means varies in different schools; but 
is a difference only in degree, and the end aimed at is the same in all. 

II. The Mamual Alphabet Method.—The manual alphabet and writ- 
ing are the chief means used in the instruction of the pupils, and the 
principal objects aimed at are mental development and facility in the 
comprehension and use of written language. Speech and speech- 
reading are taught to all of the pupils in the schools recorded as 
following this method. 

III, The Oral Method.—Speech and speech-reading, together with 
writing, are made the chief means of instruction, and facility in speech 
and speech-reading, as well as mental development and written lan- 
guage, is aimed at, There is a difference in different schools in the 
extent to which the use of natural signs is allowed in the early part of 
the course, and also in the prominence given to writing as an auxiliary 
to speech and speech-reading in the course of instruction; but they are 
differences only in degree, and the end aimed at is the same in all. 
In most of the Oral schools, and with some of the pupils in some of the 
Combined-System schools, as reported in the following Tabular State- 
ment, the manual alphabet and sign language are never used by any 
employee of the school. 

IV. The Auricular Method.—The hearing of semi-deaf pupils is util- 
ized and developed to the greatest possible extent and, with or without 
the aid of artificial appliances, their education is carried on chiefly 
through the use of speech and hearing, together with writing. The 
aim of the method is to graduate its pupils as hard-of-hearing speak- 
ing people instead of deaf-mutes. 

V. The Combined System.—Speech and speech-reading are regarded 
as very important, but mental development and the acquisition of lan- 
guage are regarded as still more important. It it believed that in 
some cases mental development and the acquisition of language can 
be best promoted by the Manual or the Manual Alphabet method and, 
so far as circumstances permit, such method is chosen for each pupil 
as seems best adapted for his individual case. Speech and speech- 
reading are taught where the measure of success seems likely to justify 
the labor expended, and in some of the classrooms of most of the 
— schools the Oral or the Auricular method is strictly 

ollowed.

WORK FOR THE DEAF IN SOUTH AFRICA 


In a recent journey round the continent of Africa, 
we devoted special attention to the problem of work 
for the deaf in this enormous field for pioneer 
Christian labor. In the North there are schools, 
under French control, in Algeria, which, however, 
we have not yet visited. In Egypt, too, until the 
great war, there was a small school which did good 
work, but this had to be closed, with the result that 
up to the present all educational effort is confined 
to the Union of South Africa, where in the Cape 
Province alone official work is being carried on. 

This work, at the time we write, is entirely educa- 
tional, and the schools in being actually number three 
only, and of several thousand deaf children less than 
300 are being educated; while of mission work for 
the adult deaf up to the present there is none what- 
ever, so far as we could discover. 

The schools are under the auspices of the Dutch 
Reformed and Roman Catholic Churches, the form- 
er being the largest and best known. The Dutch 
school was founded in the early eighties by Mr. 
Murray, a Dutch Church clergyman, at Worcester, 
situated 100 miles out of Capertown on the main line 
up country, just at the entrance to the famous Hext 
River Pass. 

The school is a joint one for the deaf ana the 
blind, and the section for the deaf is under the con- 
trol of Mr. Delabat, who has been headmaster from 
the first. Before taking up his post he had visited 
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Holland to study the excellent Dutch methods, which 
just recently we have seen for ourselves. 


The deaf boys and girls and the blind are housed 
in separate buildings, about half a mile apart. There 
were about 100 deaf and 100 blind pupils at the date 
of our visit, and the combined system of teaching 
seemed to be in vogue. We thought the school needed 
modernizing in many ways, though it was homely 
enough, and no work could be more devoted than 
that of Mr. Delabat and his staff. The children 
attend from all parts of the Union, being allowed to 
travel at reduced fares—the precise rate was being 
discussed in the Union Parliament the very week 
we were there. 

Turning to the Roman Catholic work, we visited 
the excellent but small schools, both under different 
orders of Dominican Nuns, at the Grimsby Institute, 
Capetown, and the Convent, Kingwilliamstown. The 
former school was well managed and had about 100 
pupils, 30 or 40 of whom were colored, this school 
being the only one to take up the excellent work of 
dealing with what seemed to us the numerous 
colored deaf. These apparently include many more 
than actual natives, so far as our careful inquiries 
discovered. The census officer at Pretoria, whom we 
personally interviewed, told us that he could not 
nowadays get anything like an accurate return of 
the number of deaf persons in the Union, which 
seemed to us an exceedingly unfortunate state of 
affairs. The difficulty is to get in touch with the re- 
mote Dutch Back Vedt farmers, who, we gathered, 
feared being questioned lest hidden cases of leprosy 
might be discovered.

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There is very great scope for state schools proper 
and for adult missions for the deaf to be started in 
the Union as soon as possible. We are glad to know 
that the result of our tour, thanks to an advertise- 
ment in South Africa, the leading trade journal of 
the Union was to focus public attention on the ques- 
tion and enable us to get rousing letters into the 
press, one paper most kindly giving a leading 
article to the whole question. This publicity, we 
believe, has done great good in Johannesburg, for 
we hear that an inquiry is on foot there to see if a 
state or municipal school can be started, as is obvi- 
ously very essential. 

As a further result, the leading Church of Eng- 
land Missionary Society, the Society for the Propa- 
gation of the Gospel, for the first time has accorded 
official recognition to the problem of the spiritual 
welfare of the adult deaf, with the consequence that 
in February of this year the Rev. Arthur W. Blax- 
all, assistant chaplain of the Birmingham Mission 
for the Deaf, was given facilities to develop this 
work in and around Capetown. We have learned 
that he has started operations already. 


Our own visit to Johannesburg enabled us to see 
four or five English teachers of the deaf, and to ob- 
tain a promise from Miss Bromley, secretary of 
the Y. W. C. A., for the use of the basement of the 
Y. W. C. A. buildings for clubs, while at least two 
members of the clergy promised the use of churches 
for services. Similar promises of help were ob- 
tained from Capetown, where Mr. Blaxall is to 
work—at any rate, for the present. We also visited 
some deaf persons at East London, and saw an Eng- 
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lish teacher at Durban. A branch of the Guild of 
St. John of Beverley was formed, and the Arch- 
bishop of Capetown and the Bishop of Zululand 
gave their names as patrons. The former allowed 
us to plead the cause of the deaf in the pulpits of 
some of the biggest churches of the Union, a great 
honor for a mere layman, and one for which we 
were deeply grateful, the more especially since on 
one occasion the Bishop of Pretoria very kindly 
stood down himself to enable us to give our message 
in an important Johannesburg church. 

The most modern, but smallest, school for the 
deaf was the one under the Dominican Nuns at 
Kingwilliamstown. There were only 20 pupils, but 
everything was in line with the latest and best edu- 
cational practice, and the oral method was very 
well carried out. Some of the nuns hope to visit 
Europe so as to start more work of the same kind. 
No praise can be too high for the progressive ideas 
and methods of the mother superior of this con- 
vent who still keeps up a regular correspondence 
with England. 

At Durban, in Natal, there used to be a small pri- 
vate oral school managed by an Ealing-trained Eng- 
lish teacher, Miss Champion, but this has been 
moved to Johannesburg, where in spite of much 
difficulty she and a friend, Miss Chadwick, bravely 
hold a small class for nine or ten deaf children, a 
work which merits far more support than it receives.

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SCHOOL ITEMS 


Alexander Graham Bell Oral School.—The official name 
of the Cleveland Public Day-School for the Deaf has been 
changed to the Alexander Graham Bell Oral School. All 
teachers and friends of the deaf will realize how appropriate 
the new name is. 


Arizona School.—Recent improvements in the school 
equipment are as follows: new cement walks have been 
laid, the front lawns sown with Bermuda grass, an orna- 
mental entrance gateway constructed, flower beds and bor- 
ders made, new trees planted and pergolas of California 
redwood erected for shade, new playground equipment 
installed, and the engineer’s cottage remodelled and re- 
decorated. 


Beverly School.—Plans have been completed for a new 
dormitory which, it is expected, will be ready for use by 
September of this year. 


British Columbia School.—Since the beginning of the 
present schoo] year the following playground equipment 
has been put in place; a horizontal ladder, two large swings, 
a horizontal bar, trapeze and flying rings for the boys, three 
swings and four seesaw planks for the girls. 


California School_—Although this school. has been, of- 
ficially separated from the California School for the Blind, 
the general appropriation is for both schools so that the 
business department still continues common to both. The 
same buildings are occupied, as sufficient appropriation. for 
new buildings for the blind has not yet been provided. 
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Miss Sallie Blaker resigned and returned to Minnesota. 
No teacher was appointed to take ‘her place, owing to in- 
sufficiency of appropriation. 


Central New York Institution—A considerable amount 
of repair work has recently been completed, adding greatly 
to the physical comfort of the children. Among several 
other improvements are new shower baths and lavatory 
facilities in the boys’ building, and a general renovating 
of the isolation hospital. 


Colorado School—The Argo Building, the new service 
building of the school, has been completed and has been in 
use since school opened in September. The building con- 
tains a kitchen, bakery, dining rooms, cold storage, serving 
room, storerooms, etc., on the first floor. The second floor 
is occupied by the male and female employees of the school. 
The cost of this building and its equipment is about 
$200,000. 

At the end of the last school year, two new positions 
were created in the school namely: vice principal of the de- 
partment for the deaf, and vice principal of the department 
for the blind. These positions have been filled by the 
promotion of Mr. Alfred L. Brown and Mr. P. A. Smoll, 
head teachers of the two departments. 

Millinery has been added to the list of trades taught the 
deaf girls, and Mrs. Annie W. Bruce has been appointed 
instructor. Instruction in art, which had been dicontinued 
in the school for a period of five years, was resumed after 
the Christmas holidays. Miss Susan Leaming, teacher of 
art at Colorado College, has been given charge of the work. 

Owing to the increase in the number of pupils, it was 
found necessary to employ an additional teacher. Miss 
Margaret Byrns, formerly a teacher in the school, returned 
January 1 to take charge of the extra class for the re- 
mainder of the season. 
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Dayton School.—The school has but recently moved into 
the new Roosevelt Junior and Senior High School on West 
Third Street where it now has beautiful and commodious 
quarters with all new equipment such as is used in model 
schools for the deaf. In this equipment there is included 
a new grand piano. 


Detroit School_—The splendid new building recently 
erected by the Detroit Board of Education for this school 
will be ready for occupancy some time this month. This 
building marks a new development in the education of the 
deaf since it contains what is deemed most desirable for 
elementary hearing children and, in addition, such special 
features as the deaf require. 

Besides the regular classrooms, this building provides the 
following special rooms: an administration unit, a clinic 
unit, an acoustic unit, a kindergarten unit, an auditorium, 
a gymnasium, a library, art room, domestic science room, 
manual training unit, shower baths, and a lunch room. 

The auditorium, lunch room, gymnasium, and shower 
baths are so arranged as to permit their use for recreational 
purposes outside school hours. It is expected that former 
pupils of the school and other hard-of-hearing adults will 
enjoy this opportunity. 

The school for the deaf is a complete building by itself 
but is connected with an elementary school for hearing 
children. The pupils of both schools have a common play- 
ground. The school is located at 6031 Stanton Avenue. 


Erie School.—Last year speech-reading classes for hard- 
of-hearing children were conducted at this school by Miss 
Ruth B. Hilton, with an enrollment of 19. This work is 
being continued during the present year. 


Gough School.—Although the beautiful new building in 
which this school is housed was opened for classroom use

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thayshed and chicken-house to the farm group, occupancy 
of the infirmary and apartments made from the old in- 
dustrial building, and the completion of the cottage, for 
small children. Work also was started on the transfer of 
the bakery to the main building and on a thorough re- 
modelling of the gymnasium by the addition of shower 
baths, lockers, etc., for both boys and girls. Two new wells 
were also dug. 

The cyclone and heavy rains which caused a great deal 
of damage about one and a half miles northwest of the 
school washed the lawns badly, tore down fences and 
ruined cornfields but did not injure the buildings. 


Mississippi School_—At the recent State Fair this school 
was awarded first prize for the best exhibit of any school. 


North Dakota School_—The work on the construction of 
the new imposing dormitory for the boys is nearing com- 
pletion. Recent improvements were made in the school 
dairy barn where, new cement floors and mangers were 
put in, as well as-steel stanchions, making this structure 
up to date and sanitary. The old skylights in the tunnel 
to the school building have been replaced by new ones. 
New linoleum ‘has been laid in the boys’ study: rooms and 
in the kitchen of the ‘hospital. The school pond has been 
drained and given a thorough cleaning. 


Public School No. 47, New York City. Work on the new 
school building will be started very soon. It will contain 
all. the modern equipment for deaf children. Each 
classroom will have special closets for charts, plenty . of 
room for desks and chairs for the class cirele, a wash basin, 
éte. There will be an auditorium with motion-picture 
equipment and a stage for dramatic performances, fine 
rooms for trade work, gymnasium rooms with lockers and 
showers, a roof playground, a large, sunny lunehroom, a 
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medical unit, a model apartment in connection with the 
domestic science room, and a radio outfit. There will alse 
be a nature room and a library.

Mr. ‘Truman L. Ingle was appointed teacher-in-charge, 
and Miss Rachel E. Dawes principal of the primary and 
intermediate departments. Mrs. Jessie B. Burt was given 
a year’s leave of absence on account of serious illness dur- 
ing the past summer. 


West Virginia School.—The school opened this year with 
an enrollment of 189 pupils, an increase of ten over that 
of last year. Several more are due to come in and the at- 
tendance will likely pass the 200 mark. 

Several changes have been made in the teaching staff. 
Mr. James A. Weaver, formerly superintendent of the Aus- 
tine Institution, Brattleboro, Vt., accepted the position of 
supervising principal. Miss M. EL Keller is assistant to 
the principal. 

New teachers this year are Mrs. Florence Stickney Long 
and Mrs. Martha Corbett, both of whom were formerly 
teachers, at this school; Miss Margaret G. Wood, of the Aus- 
tine Institution; and Miss Margie Lynn and Miss Virginia 
DeBerry, both of whom taught in the North Carolina 
School for the past two years. 

A, cadet. corps, consisting of eighty of the larger boys, 
has been organized. Drill is held daily by Mr. A. P. Herdt- 
felder who received this military training at the Fanwood 
School, New York City. Mr. Herdtfelder is very profi- 
ejent in this work and is the possessor of a fine gold medal 
presented him by the Fanwood School for being the ‘‘best 
drill captain’ at that time in the school. Uniforms of 
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cadet gray have been ordered and are now being made 
by the Ridabock Company of New York. 

The State Board of Control has placed an order with 
the Mergenthaler Company of New York for one of their 
Model 14 linotype machines for the school printing office. 
The machine is to be of the latest model, equipped with 
three magazines carrying 6, 8, and 10 point type and an 
auxiliary magazine carrying 14-point caps. An experi- 
enced linotype operator has been engaged to give instruc- 
tion to the boys in the printing office after the machine ar- 
rives. 

Four of last year’s graduates have returned this year 
and are doing work preparatory to taking the examina- 
tions for entrance to Gallaudet College. 

During the year past a large dormitory building and a 
school building have been built for the school for the blind. 
These buildings are about 1,000 feet from the group oc- 
eupied formerly by both schools but now used solely by 
the deaf. The two schools are entirely separated—a much 
better arrangement. Work will shortly be started on an 
additional dormitory building for the blind, an appropri- 
ation of $120,000 having been made by the state legisla- 
ture last spring for this purpose. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


The Conference-—The Twelfth Triennial Conference of 
Superintendents and Principals of American Schools for 
the Deaf, which convened at St. Augustine, Fla., from Jan- 
uary 14 to 18, 1924, proved eminently successful in every 
respect. The program, although somewhat curtailed be- 
cause of the absence of a number of those to whom subjects 
had been assigned, was an enlightening one. The topics 
taken up were timely, and the discussion they aroused was 
both animated and concrete. For those in charge of policy 
and method in the education of deaf children the inter- 
change of opinion at the meeting was suggestive of much 
good. It was a representative gathering; every section 
of the country—embracing 26 states—and including the 
Dominion, had active members present. By all privileged 
to attend, the Twcifth Conference was deemed worthy of 
a place among the great conferences of the past. The pro- 
ceedings will appear in the March and May numbers of 
the Annals. 


Rehabilitation of Veterans With Impaired Hearing or 
Speech Defects—The Annual Report of the Director of the 
United States Veterans’ Bureau for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1923 contains a summary of what is being achieved 
in the training of former service men who have suffered 
blindness, deafness, or serious defect in speech. The fol- 
lowing consists of important extracts from that phase of 
the report. 

A group of trainees to whom the Nation owes a special debt and 
who present unusually difficult problems in training are the blind, 
deaf, and speech-defect trainees. A total o* 4,031 cases has beem 
registered by the special unit in charge of this work, distributed as 
follows:

The most serious problem which confronted the bureau in provid- 
ing adequate training for the blind and deaf was the ignorance of 
the public in regard to the possibilities for the training of these men 
and the lack of pertinent experience on the part of the average 
training officer. The problem was complicated by the lack of self- 
eonfidence in the prospective trainees themselves and by the belief of 
their families and friends that training was a waste of time. The 
fear that acceptance of training would entail loss of compensation 
was another factor. This problem was met by the policy of assign- 
ing specialists in the training of the blind and deaf to assist the 
districts in handling these cases. 

Another problem equally serious was the absolute inadequacy of 
existing facilities for special training. This was particularly true 
of the blind. No school for the training of the adult blind existed 
in the United States, the only facilities being subsidized workshops 
under the control of State commissions or philanthropic associations. 
Chair reseating, basketry, hammock making, mattress making, and 
broom making are the principal vocations carried on in these work- 
shops. Schools for the teaching of lip-reading to adults existed in a 
number of large cities, but the majority of schools throughout the 
eountry were, like the schools for the blind, intended only for the 
ehildren. Adequate and reliable facilities for instruction in speech 
eorrection were likewise difficult to obtain. A number of schools for 
the correction of stammering existed, but little scientific study had 
been given to the subject of speech correction, and the methods of 
instruction and results achieved varied greatly. 

The instruction in the schools for lip-reading and speech corree- 
tion has been adapted to meet the needs of our trainees. Periods of 
supervised practice have been required. In certain districts special 
teachers are employed to give instruction in speech correction. The 
services of competent neuropsychiatic specialists, who have made a 
special study of the problems of speech correction, have been secured. 
In the adaptation and development of these facilities the services of 
the bureau’s specialists have been of great value. 
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The most serious problem in connection with the blind, deaf, and 
speech-defect cases is that of employment. This is particularly true 
of the blind, and is due partly to the fact that the number of occu- 
pations in which they can succeed is limited, and also to the difficulty 
of convincing employers that the blind are capable of producing. 
This problem is being met in two ways: 

(1) By the cooperation of the bureau’s trained specialists with the 
employment service in meeting the objections of the prospective em- 
ployers and in assisting the blind and deaf trainees to make such 
adjustments as are necessary. 

(2) By project training for self-proprietorship. The blind or 
partially blind trainee is given training to enable him to establish him- 
self on a small poultry farm, in a cigar, tobacco, or periodical store, 
or some other line of business. Wherever possible, the trainee’s wife 
is given the opportunity to take the training with her husband in 
order that she may be of practical assistance to him. A special loan 
fund has been appropriated by the American Red Cross to aid these 
trainees in the purchase of land and the securing of initial equip- 
ment. These loans are made for a 5-year period at a nominal rate 
of interest. 

The problem of employment for the deaf and those with defective 
speech isnot so serious and is met by the cooperation of the bureau’s 
specialists ‘with the employment service when necessary. The most 
serious problem in connection with the training of the deaf, particu- 
larly of those trainees whose deafness has increased since their indue- 
tion into training, is the arrangement for instruction in lip-reading 
without interrupting their training, To meet this difficulty, the 
bureau ‘is: insisting that every trainee with seriously defective ‘hearing 
be given instruction in lip-reading prior to training for a definite 
employment objectve, or, if possible, furnishing this instruction by 
means of a special teacher concurrently with his other training. 

The experience of the bureau, as revealed in a study made in dis- 
tricts 1, 2, 8, and 9, has shown the absolute necessity for supervision of 
these special cases by specialists and for complete and intensive studies 
of the problems of training and employment in connection ‘with these 
groups. Studies should include the practicable employment objeec- 
tives for the blind and partially blind, the study of the method ‘of 
training for blind, deaf, and speech-defect cases, and an analysis of 
othe cases of rehabilitated trainees and-of those ‘who Tiave discontinued 
training for various reasons. )
